where they determined to conceal them- 
selves. 

One of the number, Malchus, in the 
disguise of a physician, went to the 
town to obtain victuals. Decius, who 
had been absent from Ephesus for a 
little while, returned, gave orders 
for the seven to be sought. Malclius,

vividly that want of moral force to over- | 


come inward weakness than himself. 
He speaks of seeing the right, and ap- 
proving and loving it, and pursuing the 
wrong, which he yet hates, while. he 
flows. Every one despises himself 
for this kind of weakness, and it often 
causes him to despond, and yet the 
progress of merely intellectual culture 
does not enable the most gifted to over- 
come it. In fact, it is among the most 
gifted and highly cultivated that this 
sort of weakness is most conspicuous. 
The laboring man who rises with the 
sur, and goes forth to his daily work is 
scarcely conscious of any weakness of 
this surt. What he resolves to do he 
easily and finally accomplishes, while 
iis more refined neighbor is always 
resolving. without performing, and 
lameutating his weakness without men- 
ing.

position is both unprofitable and unsafe. 
Such conduct is fatally illogical. It 
is a pretended freedom’ which exhibits 
itself in absolute despotism. Libert 
of discussion is an essential element of 
freedom; and that is mot liberty of dis- 
cussion on one side of a question, and 
forbids it on the other. The right to 
vote, without the kindred right to dis- 
cuss what is to be voted on, is no 
right at all. It is a cruel delusion and 
mockery. | 

Radicalism cannot maintain this con- 
tradiction. It must make its avowal of 
freedom sincere, by according the full 
right of utterance, and taking the con- 
sequences—or it must throw aside the 
mask, avow the despotism it practices, 
and make that despotism elaborate and 
absolute.—St. Louis Dispatch.
